1 . Claims 1, 2, 4 - 32 are allowed. Regarding claims 1, 2, and 12 - 16, the prior 
art does not disclose or suggest the combination of wherein a method for charging a 

battery having a control device that influences a charging current for the battery in a 
predefined manner and carries out at least two different charging methods, the method 
comprising: in a first charging process maintaining a substantially constant voltage; in a 
second charging processt aking measures resulting in dynamization; and in the second 
charging process forcing discharges at predefined instants by one of switching on a 
predefined consumer and de-exciting a charging device; wherein the battery is a lead- 
acid battery in a motor vehicle that is charged via a generator that is regulated to 
predefined voltages via a voltage regulator. Regarding claims A — 11, and 17-32, 
claims depend on claims 1, 12, and 13.
